Enemy Offensive In Vietnam Highlands 
Seen As Something Very Serious To U.S.

SAIGON (AP) — The current

Instead of concentrating their 


fire on a single position, as at 
Dak Seang in 1970 or Ben Het in 
1969, the North Vietnamese this 
time appear to be conducting an 
offensive — or the semblance of 
one-across two of Vietnam's 
biggest provinces, Kontum and 
Pleiku. 


"There is the feeling among 


some Americans that the North 
Vietnamese will try to take over 
a district headquarters in the 
highlands, if for no other reason 
than to prove that they can do 
it," said one American official.

Ordinarily,

calculating the dates, the two 


festivals come at separate 
times, often weeks apart. 


But both are

Both breathe a spirit of 
joy, hope and new horizons of 
life. Both involved great per- 
sonalities, Moses and Jesus. 
Both commemorate God's in- 
tervention in man's behalf. 


Basically, both also celebrate 


man's liberation by God from 
the shackles of destructive 
powers.

Israel on that first Passover of 
old, as recorded in Exodus 15.

project so that problems such as 
that at the Hickman tract could 
be solved. 


The long range study has been 


authorized and should be under 
way soon, Johnson said. 


Work along the river at the 


Hickman tract is scheduled to 
begin by early summer. The 
project will offer protection to a 
development about 10 miles 
down stream from Red Bluff 
southward.

MOSCOW (AP) — Communist 


Party chief Leonid I Brezhnev 
was confirmed in the Soviet 
Union's top job today but Nikolai 
V. Podgorny emerged as the 
country's No. 2 man. 


Podgorny, shunted off to the 


ceremonial role of president of 
the Soviet Union six years ago, 
was listed right after Brezhnev 
in the ruling Politburo 
an- 


nounced by the party chief at the 
close of the 24th party congress. 
Podgorny's 
advancement 


pushed Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin down to third place. 


There was no immediate 


indication of the reason for the 
change in precedence. Kosygin, 
spokesman in the inner circle 
for 
the nation's economic 


managers, had held second 
place in the Politburo listing 
since the last congress in 1966. 


Brezhnev announced that the 


party's Central Committee has 
added 
four veteran 
party 


workers to the ruling Politburo, 
bringing the total membership 


to 15 


Three of the men had been 


among the nine candidates or 
junior, nonvoting members of 
the Politburo. They are Viktor 
V Grishin, chief of the Moscow 
party;

Kunayev, first secretary of the 
party in Kazakhstan and a 
protege 
of Bezhnev, 
and 


Vladimir 
V. Shcherbitsky, 


premier of the Ukraine. 


The fourth is Fyodor D. 


Kulakov, the party secretariat's 
specialist in agriculture. 


Despite the advancement of 


Grishin, Kunayev and Sh- 
cherbitsky, three places among 
the candidate members were 
not filled.

But. at the same time, we 
are being forced more and more to give thought to the fact that 
though the profit motive is a powerful incentive for producing the 
greatest quantity and the highest quality of goods possible, there 
are problems closely associated with the economy that it will not 
solve

and public utility regulations — all limitations on the opportunity 
for independent businessmen to produce in the most rewarding 
manner.

provisions for jobs it will not do. We must not worship free en-

WASHINGTON 
— Faulty 


intelligence and military leaks 
have caused heavy casualties, 
contributed to the My Lai 
massacre and triggered other 
tragedies in Indochina. 


Because intelligence reports 


are 
highly 
classified, 
the 


mistakes have been swept under 
the secrecy label The public is 
entitled to know, however, about 
the terrible cost of intelligence 
errors 


By monitoring enemy radio 


transmissions, for example, the 
Defense Intelligence Agency 
learned that Hanoi had advance 
knowledge of both the Cam- 
bodian and Laos invasions 


Intercepted enemy messages, 


called 
"gamma controlled 


items," revealed that the Viet 
Cong had overheard two U. S. 
officers discuss the Cambodian 
invasion 
plan. 
The 


eavesdroppers learned enough 
to alert Communist forces in 
Cambodia. 


Before the Laos invasion, 


allied 
commandos 
made 


repeated, hit-and-run raids 
against the Ho Chi Minn in- 
filtration routes. It became 
evident in the fall of 1970, 
however, that these surprise 
raids, planned under the secret 
code name "Prairie Fire," were 
no longer surprising anyone. 


RAIDERS AMBUSHED 


Someone began tipping off the 


enemy exactly where and when 
to expect 
the raids, with 


disastrous results for the 
raiders 
More than 
once, 


helicopters had to be rushed in 
to rescue the so-called MACSOG 
teams from ambush. 


The South Vietnamese in- 


vasion to cut off the Ho Chi Minh 
trails, similarly, was an- 
ticipated by the North Viet- 
namese. Intelligence estimates 
placed only one and a half 
divisions in the area. These were 
expected to fade back, avoiding 
any concentrations that could be 
blasted from the air 


Instead, the South Vietnamese 


ran into four divisions, which 
defied withering air attacks to 
drive the invaders out of Laos. 
The Communists also threw 
more tanks into the battle than 
the intelligence experts 
had 


thought in the area. 


In earlier columns, we also 


detailed how Hanoi has been 
alerted in advance of B-52 raids 
Plans for the raids, obtained 
from 
GIs 
for 
stashes of 


marijuana or caps of heroin, 
have been delivered to a Soviet 
trawler 
off 
Okinawa's 


Mimtagouwa 
Point 
The 


trawler's high-powered tran- 
smitters would radio the in- 
formation to Hanoi in time for 
the North Vietnamese to move 
their trucks off the Ho Chi Minh 
trails before the big bombers 
arrived. 


It's also no secret that the My 


Lai massacre was the direct 
result of faulty intelligence. The 
attackers were told that the 
whole area was infested with 
Viet Cong, that two Viet Cong 
companies 
and 
a 
field 


headquarters were located in 
My Lai and that the villagers 
would be away. 


The tragic result was that 


three companies, including Lt. 
William Galley and his men, 
surged into My Lai with guns 
blazing. They didn't stop when 
the expected Viet Cong turned 
out to be unarmed villagers. 


t NFl BUCIZED 
MASSACRE 


Intelligence goofs have been 


responsible for 
other, un- 


publicized massacres. U. S. 
pilots, guided by wrong in- 
telligence, have bombed and 
strafed fr.endly Montagnard 
villages. We will document these 
charges in future columns. 


Of course, the celebrated Son 


Tay raid, which sent daring 
Americans into the outskirts of 
Hanoi to rescue war prisoners, 
was a dangerous wild goose 
chase thanks to poor in- 
telligence 


Brig Gen. Leroy Manor, who 


directed the operation, admitted 
to the press afterward that the 
American prisoners had been 
gone from the camp for "several 
weeks " His secret message to 
the Pentagon, stamped "FLAS 
PRECEDENT," reported that 
the camp hadn't been occupied 
for "three or four months." 


The price for these in- 


telligence goofs has been paid in 
blood. Should those who were 
responsible be 
allowed to 


remain in their shadowy world 
safe from public exposure? 


Footnote: Intelligence 


reports, based on captured 
documents and intercepted 
messages, led to the Laos in- 
vasion. The reports claimed that 
Hanoi planned to drive across 
South Vietnam to the sea in 
August, thereby disrupting 
South Vietnamese elections and 
turning the American with- 
drawal into a retreat. The 
assault upon the Ho Chi Minh 
trail complex was ordered 
largely to head off this an- 
ticipated offensive. 


But unhappily, the latest in- 


telligence reports show that the 
truck traffic down the Ho Chi 


Minh trails has picked up 
dramatically since the South 
Vietnamese pullout. Truck 
sightings have been running as 
high as 1,000 to 1,200 a day. This 
means the North Vietnamese 
are making a mighty effort to 
replace the supplies that the 
invasion force destroyed. The 
August offensive, if the original 
reports were correct, may still 
be possible.

100 volunteers were wired to 
machines and their physical 
reactions were measured as 
they listened to tape recordings 
of comedians telling jokes. 


His work with the physical 


effects of laughter has been 
going on since 1968, but he first 
began working in the problem

He said more research is needed 
before firm conclusions can be 
made.

work in Stanford M.D., the

found that the diaphragm and 
muscles of the abdominal wall 
are involved in laughter. In view 
of this, he said, there may be 
clinical implications of laughter 
for hernias, inflammation of the 
esophagus and gastric and 
duodenal ulcers.

said,

That is that though the free enterprise system has given 
us the highest standard of living the world has ever known and 
made this country the envy of every other country on earth, it is not 
in itself calculated to protect the earth’s dwindling resources and 
the environment in which we live. 


The free enterprise system. Senator Behr points out, has had 
for its single, primary purpose the making of profit — which, he 
emphasizes, is not by any definition evil. But. at the same time, we 
are being forced more and more to give thought to the fact that 
though the profit motive is a powerful incentive for producing the 
greatest quantity and the highest quality of goods possible, there 
are problems closely associated with the economy that it will not 
solve. 


That should come as no surprise to anyone. In fact, we have 
long since found it necessary to adopt zoning rules, anti-trust laws 
and public utility regulations — all limitations on the opportunity 
for independent businessmen to produce in the most rewarding 
manner. Still, our free system has accomplished so much and so 
much has been accomplished under it that we are inclined to expect 
more of it than it can deliver. 


We have before us, then, the job of permitting free enterprise to 
do every job that it can do best, and at the same time making other 
provisions for jobs it will not do. We must not worship free en­ 
terprise as a god, but we have no reason to consider it a fallen idol, 
either.

WASHINGTON

Faulty 
intelligence and military leaks 
have caused heavy casualties, 
contributed to the My Lai 
massacre and triggered other 
tragedies in Indochina. 
Because intelligence reports 
are 
highly 
classified, 
the 
mistakes have been swept under 
the secrecy label. The public is 
entitled to know, however, about 
the terrible cost of intelligence 
errors. 
By monitoring enemy radio 
transmissions, for example, the 
Defense Intelligence Agency 
learned that Hanoi had advance 
knowledge of both the Cam­ 
bodian and Laos invasions. 
Intercepted enemy messages, 
called 
“ gam m a 
controlled 
items,” revealed that the Viet 
Cong had overheard two U. S. 
officers discuss the Cambodian 
invasion 
plan. 
The 
eavesdroppers learned enough 
to alert Communist forces in 
Cambodia. 
Before the Laos invasion, 
allied 
commandos 
made 
repeated, hit-and-run raids 
against the Ho Chi Minh in­ 
filtration routes. It became 
evident in the fall of 1970, 
however, that these surprise 
raids, planned under the secret 
code name “Prairie Fire,” were 
no longer surprising anyone. 


RAIDERS AMBUSHED 
Someone began tipping off the 
enemy exactly where and when 
to expect the raids, 
with 
disastrous 
results 
for 
the 
raiders. 
More 
than 
once, 
helicopters had to be rushed in 
to rescue the so-called MACSOG 
teams from ambush. 
The South Vietnamese in­ 


vasion to cut off the Ho Chi Minh 
trails, 
sim ilarly, 
was 
an­ 
ticipated by the North Viet­ 
namese. Intelligence estimates 
placed only one and a half 
divisions in the area. 1 hese were 
expected to fade back, avoiding 
any concentrations that could be 
blasted from the air. 
Instead, the South Vietnamese 
ran into four divisions, which 
defied withering air attacks to 
drive the invaders out of Laos. 
The Communists also threw 
more tanks into the battle than 
the intelligence experts had 
thought in the area. 
In earlier columns, we also 
detailed how Hanoi has been 
alerted in advance of B-52 raids. 
Plans for the raids, obtained 
from 
GIs 
for 
stashes 
of 
marijuana or caps of heroin, 
have been delivered to a Soviet 
traw ler 
off 
Okinawa’s 
Minitagouwa 
Point. 
The 
traw ler’s high-powered tran ­ 
smitters would radio the in­ 
formation to Hanoi in time for 
the North Vietnamese to move 
their trucks off the Ho Chi Minh 
trails before the big bombers 
arrived. 
It’s also no secret that the My 
Lai massacre was the direct 
result of faulty intelligence. The 
attackers were told that the 
whole area was infested with 
Viet Cong, that two Viet Cong 
companies 
and 
a 
field 
headquarters were located in 
My Lai and that the villagers 
would be away. 
The tragic result was that 
three companies, including Lt. 
William Calley and his men, 
surged into My Lai with guns 
blazing. They didn’t stop when 
the expected Viet Cong turned 
out to be unarmed villagers. 


UNPUBLICIZED 
MASSACRE 
Intelligence goofs have been 
responsible for 
other, 
un­ 
publicized massacres. 
U. 
S. 
pilots, guided by wrong in­ 
telligence, have bombed and 
strafed friendly M ontagnard 
villages. We will document these 
charges in future columns. 
Of course, the celebrated Son 
Tay raid, which sent daring 
Americans into the outskirts of 
Hanoi to rescue war prisoners, 
was a dangerous wild goose 
chase thanks 
to 
poor 
in­ 
telligence. 
Brig. Gen. Leroy Manor, who 
directed the operation, admitted 
to the press afterward that the 
American prisoners had been 
gone from the camp for “several 
weeks.” His secret message to 
the Pentagon, stamped “FLAS 
PRECEDENT,” reported that 
the camp hadn’t been occupied 
for “ three or four months.” 
The price for these

telligence goofs has been paid in 
blood. Should those who were

I n te llig e n c e 
reports, based on captured 
documents and intercepted 
messages, led to the Laos in­ 
vasion. The reports claimed that 
Hanoi planned to drive across 
South Vietnam to the sea in 
August, thereby disrupting 
South Vietnamese elections and 
turning the A m erican w ith­ 
drawal into a 
retreat. The 
assault upon the Ho Chi Minh 
trail complex was ordered 
largely to head off this an­ 
ticipated offensive. 
But unhappily, the latest in­ 
telligence reports show that the 
truck traffic down the Ho Chi 


Minh trails has picked up 
dramatically since the South 
V ietnam ese pullout. 
Truck 
sightings have been running as 
high as 1,000 to 1,200 a day. This 
means the North Vietnamese 
are making a mighty effort to 
replace the supplies that the 
invasion force destroyed. The 
August offensive, if the original 
reports were correct, may still 
be possible.

Dr. William A. Fry Jr. says he 
cam e to this 
prelim inary, 
tentative conclusion after about 
100 volunteers were wired to 
machines and their physical 
reactions were measured as 
they listened to tape recordings 
of comedians telling jokes. 
His work with the physical 
effects of laughter has been 
going on since 1968, but he first 
began working in the problem 
m irth 
presents 
to 
the 
psychologist as far back as 1953.

He said more research is needed 
before firm conclusions can be 
made. 
A report of his continuing 
work in Stanford M.D., the 
magazine 
of 
the 
Stanford 
Medical Alumni Association 
said:

disrupts the normal breathing 
cycle. Recovery to normal 
breathing is gradual, sometimes 
taking more than 10 seconds. 


—The components of laughter

Fry said: “There are other 
basic 
areas 
that

in­ 
vestigation: 
For 
example, 
brainwaves, blood flow rate, 
body temperature, and con­ 
centrations of body chemicals 
will be studied in the future. 


“People can suffer cardiac 
decompensation (heart attack) 
during 
sexual 
intercourse, 
dreaming, while driving on the 
freeway, as spectators in sports 
events, watching TV” 
“To my knowledge, there is no 
literature 
detailing 
car­ 
diovascular jeopardy during 


mirth — this despite the massive 
m uscular activity associated 
with laughter, the rapid heart­ 
beat, and adrenal gland ac­ 
tivation.” 


Fry said earlier studies have 
found that the diaphragm and 
muscles of the abdominal wall 
are involved in laughter. In view 
of this, he said, there may be 
clinical implications of laughter 
for hernias, inflammation of the 
esophagus and gastric and 
duodenal ulcers. 


Laughter could contribute to 
strokes in those susceptible, he 
said, 
nothing 
that 
past 
researchers have found that 
laughter can contribute to an 
epileptic seizure.

“We’re keeping all technology 
companies out of our port­ 
folios,” said the young stock 
broker, claiming that in so doing 
he was merely recognizing a 
developing trend. 
“This country, is fed up with 
technology,” he said. “Look 
where it got us,” he said, and he 
rattled off a long list of problems 
fam iliar 
now 
to 
almost 
everyone: 
pollution 
and 
malfunctioning machines and 
an obsession with m aterial 
acquisitions. 
“The reaction has set in,” he 
said. 
As he saw it, the rejection of 
further 
federal 
funds 
for 
development of the supersonic 
transport plane supplied con­ 
clusive evidence of the direction 
the nation was taking. 
“Away from technology,” he 
said. 
He added more evidence: 
thousands of engineers and 
technicians without jobs, a drop 


in demand for Ph.D’s, slumping 
sales at once glamour science 
firms on Boston’s Route 128 and 
in Palto Alto, a restatement of 
“progress” by the nation’s in­ 
tellectuals to emphasize human 
values. 
“Can you deny it?” he asked. 
Brokers aren’t the only ones 
talking that way today, but they 
are among the foremost with the 
antitechnology argument. One 
explanation is that many of the 
high technology stocks that rose 
like rockets died like them too. 
But, as is sometimes the case, 
brokers can be wrong. Evidence 
also 
suggests 
that 
while 
technology might have gotten us 
into a mess teachnology also will 
have to get us out. 
The problem really isn’t the 
failure of technology, it appears, 
so much as it is the failure to 
contain and direct technology 
toward human goals. 
The problem of urban erosion, 
it is argued, cannot be corrected 
by settling on the moon, nor can 
the conflict over usage of the 


nation’s streams be resolved by 
banning humans for using them, 
nor the health problems of the 
aged by learning to live in space. 
The solution to 
the tran­ 
sportation problems lay not in 
going faster and faster over 
great distances but in providing 
reliable transportation to and 
from and within cities and states 
and 
regions. 
That 
is 
the 
argument. 
While it hardly 
can 
be 
disputed that technologists often 
were happy to devote their 
talents to the projects over 
which there is now much 
resistance, it should be noted 
also that they were among the 
first to object. 
In a small way, partially as a 
result of their efforts, 
that 
redirection 
of 
technology 
already is taking place. Some 
corporations, it appears, are 
still mainly talking rather than 
acting 
on 
antipollution

no one took it from him. Just so, we are never forced to become a 
follower of him. But when we voluntarily declare ourselves to be his 
desciples, it requires sharing part of the heavy load of sin and 
suffering that God has always carried because of his love for 
mankind. The mandate now becomes ours: either we take up our 
crosses and share in his suffering, or else we cannot be his 
disciples. The Christian must of necessity, then, travel the road to 
Calvary. For without the Cross there can be no resurrection. We 
cannot have Easter without the Cross, victory without suffering.

“Then he called the people to him, as well as his disciples, and 
said to them: ‘Anyone who wishes to be a follower of mine must 
leave self behind; he must take up his cross, and come with me.’ ” 
Mark 8:34 
(The New English Bible) 


Jesus is saying that in order to experience the saving benefits 
of the Cross, we must know the glory of bearing it ourselves. We 
have given the name of “cross” to many things that really are not 
crosses in the Christian sense of the word. We talk about handicap, 
poor health, or a calamity as a “cross” we must bear. Each of these 
may be heavy burden, but none of them is a cross. To take up our 
cross is not enduring courageously or stoically our misfortune. 
Jesus deliberately chose to minister to men’s needs, to give himself 
completely for others, in order that God in his redeeming love 
might become real to them. He lay down his life of his own accord; 
no one took it from him. Just so, we are never forced to become a 
follower of him. But when we voluntarily declare ourselves to be his 
desciples, it requires sharing part of the heavy load of sin and 
suffering that God has always carried because of his love for 
mankind. The mandate now becomes ours: either we take up our 
crosses and share in his suffering, or else we cannot be his 
disciples. The Christian must of necessity, then, travel the road to 
Calvary. For without the Cross there can be no resurrection. We 
cannot have Easter without the Cross, victory without suffering.

happened in the passion of the 
Cross, of communicating to men 
that Christ's dying for them in 
love had issued in life supreme. 


"It placed his death in a new 


light," says Bible scholar Oscar 
Cullman. "God had publicly 
taken sides with the crucified." 


This is what made that symbol 


of devoted suffering, the Cross, 
a simultaneous slandard of final 
confidence. 


The crucifixion had not been a 


defeat that only afterward was 
reversed. Rather, the triumph 
already had been won there, in 
the life Jesus gave for the good 
of the world. 


The Cross remains the "crux" 


of it, which is Latin for Cross, 
the derivation of "crucial." It 
was the essential. It made the 
resurrection possible. 


Yet the outcome had not been 


known. It had not been realized 
among men until that "third 
day," that strange, first-of-the- 
week morning of sun and shade 
and the unforeseen. 


It was an electric interlude, of 


thoroughly human reactions, yet 
stirring with latent promptings, 
intimations, puzzling sights, the 
rustle of leaves, a step, a voice, 
with sudden shock, doubt and 
utter amazement. 


The women had gone to the 


tomb first, with perfumes to 
anoint the body, fretting about 
how to roll aside the huge stone 
at the entrance, but unex-

Two apostles, Peter 
and John, skeptical, but curious 
hurried to the tomb to check. It 
was empty, a burial linen curled 
over as if undisturbed by the 
body's removal. 


Alarmed, bewildered, they 


retreated to the house, barring 
the door. Mary Magdalene 
lingered in the burial garden, 
weeping, "They have taken my 
Lord, and I do not know where 
they have laid him." Who? 
Why? It was a natural question 
of distress. Footsteps crumpled 
the leaves and someone spoke to 
her, "Whom do you seek?" 


She supposed him to be the 


caretaker. "Sir, if you have 
carried him away, tell me where 
you have laid him, and I will 
take him away." He spoke her 
name. "Mary." Then she knew. 
"Rabboni!" He told her not to 
touch him, but tell the others. 


Subsequently, in the locked 


room, he appeared to the 
apostles. "Peace be with you." 
On other later occasions, he 
appeared on a road, a lakeshore 
in Galilee, a mountain, once to 
more than 500 followers. 


The four accounts vary in 


details about the precise 
sequences, the persons involved 
and other incidentals, which is 
unfailingly the mark of genuine 
reports by different observers of 
a time of such jolting, mind- 
bogging occurrences. 


An exact harmonizing would 


indicate some later tampering. 
But the gospel narrations come 
through as authentic action 
reports from scenes of whirling 
surprise. 


That it truly happened also is 


the only real explanation for the 
birth of Christianity. Without the 
resurrection, the apostles of 
Jesus were broken, scared men. 
But it transformed them into 
unshakeably convinced and 
fearless founders of the church. 


Clearly, the resurrection was 


not just a reanimation, like that 
of Lazarus, who was only 
revived to die later, but rather 
was on some transcendant, 
eternal level.

It 
was empty, a burial linen curled 
over as if undisturbed by the 
body’s removal. 
Alarmed, bewildered, they 
retreated to the house, barring 
the door. Mary Magdalene 
lingered in the burial garden, 
weeping, “They have taken my 
Lord, and I do not know where 
they have laid him.” Who? 
Why? It was a natural question 
of distress. Footsteps crumpled 
the leaves and someone spoke to 
her, “Whom do you seek?” 
She supposed him to be the 
caretaker. “Sir, if you have 
carried him away, tell me where 
you have laid him, and I will 
take him away.” He spoke her 
name. “Mary.” Then she knew. 
“Rabboni!” He told her not to 
touch him, but tell the others. 
Subsequently, in the locked 
room, he appeared to the 
apostles. “Peace be with you.” 
On other later occasions, he 
appeared on a road, a lakeshore 
in Galilee, a mountain, once to 
more than 500 followers. 
The four accounts vary in 
details about the precise 
sequences, the persons involved 
and other incidentals, which is 
unfailingly the mark of genuine 
reports by different observers of 
a time of such jolting, mind- 
bogging occurrences. 
An exact harmonizing would 
indicate some later tampering. 
But the gospel narrations come 
through as authentic action 
reports from scenes of whirling 
surprise. 
That it truly happened also is 
the only real explanation for the 
birth of Christianity. Without the 
resurrection, the apostles of 
Jesus were broken, scared men. 
But it transformed them into 
unshakeably convinced and 
fearless founders of the church. 
Clearly, the resurrection was 
not just a reanimation, like that 
of Lazarus, who was only ¡ 
revived to die later, but rather 
was on some transcendant, 
eternal level. 
He was in “another form,” 
Mark reports. He passed 
through closed doors. Two 
disciples walked with him seven 
miles 
to 
Emmaus, 
not 
recognizing him until they sat to 
break bread, when he vanished. 
His appearances are attributed 
to his initiative. “He revealed 
himself,” the reports say. “He 
presented himself.” Yet, at one 
time, he is said to have shared 
some broiled fish. 
He seemed both of the order of 
flesh yet beyond its limits, both 
within history and outside it, in 
some special border zone in 
which his followers could see the 
Cross had not brought death but 
greater life.

one, 
unqualified confirmation that, 
despite the blunders, misery, 
injustices and even death, 
sacrificial, purposeful living has

point, that hope makes sense, 
that right prevails at last over 
wrong. 
Yet the resurrection remains 
simply a temporary mode of 
disclosure. “It is the knowledge 
of a victory inaugurated only 
through the once-for-all act of 
the Cross,” says British scholar 
J.A.T. Robinson. 
Only its continuing operation, 
an abiding process, gives it 
immediate significance to 
modern living. Jesus had 
promised it would not cease for 
those of faith. “The Spirit of 
truth. . . will be with you,” he 
said. “I will not leave you 
desolate... Abide in me, and I in 
you.” 
That lasting aspect, which 
first struck through to the still 
confused, hesitant apostles 50 
days later at Pentecost in a 
spiritual tide that swept them 
boldly into the streets to preach, 
is the vital fire that kept faith 
going. 
That unending work of the 
Cross, its strength first heralded 
by the resurrection, is the basic 
force of faith. It is not just a 
bygone drama on a “hill far 
away,” but a continuing, 
working, bracing happening 
now.“Because I live you will live 
also... you in me, and I in you,” 
Jesus said. But also: “If any 
man would come after me, let 
him deny himself and take up 
his cross daily and follow me.” 
He is the “first fruits” of the 
ultimate potentiality of all men, 
St. Paul writes, adding that by

“dying and rising with him. . .

MORE ABOUT Enemy Offensive

forgotten amid concern that the 
1971 Gross National Product will 
fall short of President Nixon's 
goals are 
the 
long-range 


prospects, which are decidedly, 
overwhelmingly bullish. 


The President's goal is a GNP 


of $1.065 trillion. The cold 
analyses of nongovernment 
economists is that the figure is 
$20 billion too high, a conclusion 
supported by the slow pace of 
recovery so far this year. 


That $20 billion 
difference 


looms large on the scene right 
now, with implications for jobs, 
taxes, urban redevelopment, 
corporate profits, the stock and 
bond markets and, of course, for 
next year's national elections. 


In the perspective of 10 years, 


however, it doesn't seem at all 
as important as it does now. 
After all, what's a mere $20 
billion when the 1980 GNP is 
forecast to be more than $900 
billion larger than that of 1970? 


That's the estimate of Profs. 


Ross Preston and Lawrence R. 
Klein of the Wharton School's 
Econometric 
Forecasting 


Associates, who built a symbolic 
economy of numbers that is 
manipulated 
through various 


equations. 


The elaborate econometric 


technique — the word suggests 
economics, measurement and 
mathematics — takes place on a 
computer. Over-simplified, if 
you put in certain quantities, 
you should obtain a certain 
result. 


That result shows the GNP 


rising from $1.0476 trillion this 
year to $1.9972 trillion by the end 
of 1980, although the authors 
concede that 2.5 to 3 per cent 
inflation per year is built into 
their projections. 


"In human terms this holds 


the promise of a decade of peace 
and welfare — human benefits 
for almost everybody," said 
Preston. 


"Personal disposable income 


will almost double, total profits 
will rise, the hours we work will 
decline, and federal, state and 
local budgets will have several 
years when they are balanced." 


"Aren't you a bit optimistic?" 


Preston was asked. Back came 
an emphatic no. If sound policies 
are used, he said, the results are 
entirely attainable, but he did 
concede that sound policies 
often 
are 
sidetracked 
or 


derailed. 


You must also accept the 


assumptions on which the 
projections are made, namely, 
that the Vietnam war will end by 
the close of 1972 and that, as the 
President expressed the hope 
recently, no other major wars 
will be waged.

The commander of one of the 


decimated battalions was or- 
dered off a helicopter at gun- 
point. A small OH6 Scout 
chopper was so burdened with 
desperate soldiers 
that 
it 


crashed into a tree while trying 
to take off, killing one man. 


Finally an American com- 


mander refused to supply any 
more helicopters for the rescue 
effort unless armed South 
Vietnamese observers flew with 
them. They didn't fly, so the 
helicopters didn't either.

‘Bullish’ Future For GNP 
MORE ABOUT Enemy Offensive

Partially 
forgotten amid concern that the 
1971 Gross National Product will 
fall short of President Nixon s 
goals 
are 
the 
long-range 
prospects, which are decidedly, 
overwhelmingly bullish. 
The President’s goal is a GNP 
of $1.065 trillion. The cold 
analyses of nongovernment 
economists is that the figure is 
$20 billion too high, a conclusion 
supported by the slow pace of 
recovery so far this year. 
That $20 billion difference 
looms large on the scene right 
now, with implications for jobs, 
taxes, urban redevelopment, 
corporate profits, the stock and 
bond markets and, of course, for 
next year’s national elections. 
In the perspective of 10 years, 
however, it doesn’t seem at all 
as important as it does now. 
After all, what’s a mere $20 
billion when the 1980 GNP is 
forecast to be more than $900 
billion larger than that of 1970? 
That’s the estimate of Profs. 
Ross Preston and Lawrence R. 
Klein of the Wharton School’s 
E co n o m etric 
F o rec astin g 
Associates, who built a symbolic 
economy of numbers that is 
manipulated through 
various 
equations. 


The elaborate econom etric 
technique — the word suggests 
economics, measurement and 
mathematics — takes place on a 
computer. 
Over-simplified, 
if 
you put in certain quantities, 
you should obtain a certain 
result. 
That result shows the GNP 
rising from $1.0476 trillion this 
year to $1.9972 trillion by the end 
of 1980, although the authors 
concede that 2.5 to 3 per cent 
inflation per year is built into 
their projections. 
“ In human terms this holds 
the promise of a decade of peace 
and welfare — human benefits 
for almost everybody,” said 
Preston. 
“Personal disposable income 


will almost double, total profits 
will rise, the hours we work will 
decline, and federal, state and 
local budgets will have several 
years when they are balanced.” 
“Aren’t you a bit optimistic?” 
Preston was asked. Back came 
an emphatic no. If sound policies 
are used, he said, the results are 
entirely attainable, but he did 
concede that sound policies 
often 
are 
sidetracked 
or 
derailed. 
You must also accept the 
assum ptions on which 
the 
projections are made, namely, 
that the Vietnam war will end by 
the close of 1972 and that, as the 
President expressed the hope 
recently, no other major wars 
will be waged.

Americans were killed in five 
days. This year, Kontum is Fire 
Base 6: a dusty, mountain top 
outpost which helps guard the 
populated areas against in­ 


filtrating enemy troops. 
Fighting has centered at Fire 
Base 6 since early March when, 
according 
to 
responsible 
sources, a battalion of the South 
Vietnamese 42nd Regiment was 
“ destroyed’’ and a second 
battalion was 80 per cent wiped 
out. 
American helicopter pilots 
attempting to rescue the sur­ 
vivors told a story similar to 
that of the pilots flying support 
in 
Laos-South 
V ietnam ese 
soldiers clinging to the skids, 
overloading, 
having 
to 
be 
pushed off so the choppers could 
rise. 
The commander of one of the 
decimated battalions was or­ 
dered off a helicopter at gun­ 
point. A sm all OH6 Scout 
chopper was so burdened with 
desperate 
soldiers 
that 
it 
crashed into a tree while trying 
to take off, killing one man. 
Finally an American com­ 
mander refused to supply any 
more helicopters for the rescue 
effort unless arm ed South 
Vietnamese observers flew with 
them. They didn’t fly, so the 
helicopters didn’t either.
